The belief seonis to b© growing among 
•dentist* that there ia, ufter all, no such 
disease a* hydrophobia. This strikes detq 
at tho root of a long eetabliHhrd and ven¬ 
erable opinion, and will no doubt be re¬ 
ceived with a great deal of opposition, but 
there Is so much to bo said on the subject 
and bo many experiment* have been mode 
that one is inclined to suspond judgment 
at least and wait for further development. 
An incident is related where a man wn* 
bitten upon tho sldo of his fnco by a jiet 
dog. He applied to the hospitul for treat 
niont. end was found to l>o extremely 
nervous. Tho dug was carefully examined 
and pronounced by the veterinary to bo In 
perfect health. Homo experiments by in 
ooulatioif wore tried on rabbits without 
any unpleasant results. Again and again 
were tho rabbits inoculated, and they re 
muined to all appearance ns well as cvc-r. 
But tho man boon mo more and more nerv¬ 
ous and frightened, and finally died, of 
what disease tho attendants in the hospi¬ 
tal found it very difficult to determine, al¬ 
though the death certificate was issued for

THE DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 

The Dominion Parliament ia now in 
session and the bill-of-fare provided is 
an excellent one. It Includes bills for 
the abolition of tho superannuation 
system, which has been so fruitful of 
abuse, and the repeal of the iniquitous, 
cumbersome) and costly Franchise Act. 
the Yukon railway bill wilt also be 
laid before the House, and the Plebis¬ 
cite will no doubt cornu up for 
disoussion. 

The debate on the address so far has 
been very interesting, Sir. Charles 
Tapper made one of his characteristic 
speeches in which he called down the 
Toronto World and W. F. McLean, M. 
P., one ol his supporters in the House, 
witli all the vigor of his extensive 
stock of superlatives. The Old War 
Horse also made a coarse attack on 
the Governor-Goneral and when called 
to order by the speaker refused to 
retract his words, taking refuge under 
a man subterfuge. The meanness of 
Sir Charles conduct is accentuated by 
the fact that the Governor-General is 
precluded from making any reply by 
virtue of his position, it being an 
unwritten law of tho constitution that 
the Governor-General must take it-{pr 
granted that no subject of the Queen 
can possibly make a personal attack 
on Her Majesty or her representative, 
and therefore no matter what is said it 
must be disregarded in silence. Tupper 
has thrown off his mask, and shown 
that hiserstwhile boasted loyalty wa9 a 
delusion and a snare. It but remained 
for Sir Richard Cartwright to point 
out that Sir Charles wa9 but following 
an old Conservative precedent, that 
you might rotten egg the Governor- 
General and burn the Parliament 
buildings, and publish annexationist 
manifestos in order to express your 
extrome disapproval of Her Mnjesty’s 
representative. Equally nasty w f ero 
Sir Charles’ references as to the 
legality of Sir Wilfred Laurier accept¬ 
ing the Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor. The old Baronet’s temper is 
not improved by being in Opposition 
nor does age bring him wisdom. His 
reference to the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor may have hurt the 
Premier’s feelings, but it is safe to 
say that Sir. Charles’ slighting words 
will bo resented by every French 
Canadian in the Province of Quebec. 

After listening to Sir. Charles 
verbosity one is doubly charmed by 
Sir Wilfred Laurier’s graceful and 
finished rhetoric. His speech in reply 
to Sir Charles Tupper was a masterful 
ffort and stamps him as one of the 
foremost orators of the day. It is 
doubtful if the Conservative forcei 
were ever in a more demoralized 
condition. The Happy Family have 
turned on one auotlver now that they 
are unable to gorge to repletion at the 
public trough. The McLean-Wallace 
faction is up in arms against their 
leader, and George Eulas Foster is 
gracefully poised on the fence, await¬ 
ing the outcome. Tupper says Mclvean 
is unfit to sit in Parliament aud the 
irrepressible Billy replies in kind. It 
may be that retributive justice is 
about to overtako Sir Charles aud 
like Sir Makenzio Bowel! he will yet 
experience how it feels to be decapitat¬ 
ed.

Thk young men owe nothing t<^ tho 
Tory party. The last Dominion elec¬ 
tion was held on lists four years Old 
and many thousands of young men 
were disfranchised in consequence. 
The Ontario Government has given us 
the Manhood Suffrage Act, whereby 
every young man of the full ago of 21 
years, who is a British subject, is en¬ 
titled to vote. In connection with 
this it is well to remember that Mr 
Whitney and his followers opposed the 
passing of the Manhood Suffrage Act. 

There is no disputing the fact that 
the Ontario Government has a surplus 
of over $5,000,000. It is quite true 
that the John Sandfield Macdonald 
Burplus has been spent, and it is also 
true that every dollar of it and more 
too, was pledged before John Sandfield 
Macdonald left office. After all the 
crucial question is not the size of the 
surplus : but was tho money expended 
by the Reform Government well laid 
out.

Mr. Reid is a 
man of mediocre ability an<|has not 
taken an activo part in the proceedings 
of the House. It is true that at the 
last session of each Legislature ho has 
been put forward to move a resolution 
that all grants to colonization roads 
should be placed in the hands of town¬ 
ship councils for * distribution. Of 
course Reid’s resolution has been voted 
down on every occasion that it pre¬ 
sented itself. The idea that a respon¬ 
sible Government would hand over 
money for the proper expenditure of 
which they are responsible to a set of 
men who are in no way beholden to 
them is too preposterous to be enter¬ 
tained. It would be an injudicious 
and unwise move to place the money 
voted for the aid of colonization roads 
in the power of township councils. 
The money granted for the aid of col¬ 
onization roads lias been wisely ex- 
gended by the Government. Last year 
8500 was expended on tho Clare river 
road to Cloyue and the work reflects 
credit on those who had it In charge.

“ Well, now, I believe a man's a fool who 
does things by halves and when a man 
wants to go to work and thinks he has got 
the proper audience to swallow it and can 
produce a great, big, thumping whopper, 
he is a fool if he produces a small one- 
(great laughter)—because a small one may 
not excite the enthusiasm of his listeners, 
whereas a large one will startle them so 
that they will believe it against their will.” 

This refreshing bit of candor was 
received with great laughter. I They 
say open confession is good for Jhe, 
soul and no doubt Mr. Whitnoy adopt¬ 
ed this way of letting himself down 
easy for his repudiation in the Legisla¬ 
ture of his extravagant utteeances on 
the stump. Messrs. St. John, Wil¬ 
loughby and Col. Mathieson areembued 
with their leader’s belief also. They 
do not stop at half measures. When 
the (physically) great St. John was 
making the welkin ring with his 
denunciations of the extravagance of 
the Ontario Government in regard to 
tho management of the Humber pig¬ 
gery he stated with great emphasis 
that the swinaiiura had cost tlie 
Province anywhere from $60,000 to 
$8u f 000. When the piggery was dis¬ 
cussed in the Legislature it was found* 
that its cost was in the neighborhood 
of 87.000, and that instead of being a 
burden on the Province the piggery 
had proved a source or revenue, 
despite the outbreak of hog cholera 
which necessitated the destruction of 
the piggery and the burning of 96 hogs. 
St. John on the stump was as bold as 
a royal Bengal tiger in regard to the 
piggery extravagence, but when con¬ 
fronted with his own words on tho 
floor of the House there was not a bleat 
out of him. Instead of Attempting to 
substantiate his charges of extrava¬ 
gance he endeavored to show that the 
Government had been guilty of im- 
pccuniousness in placing tainted pork 
upon the market. We are not in a 
position to say that St.' John’s “great, 
big, thumping whoppers” were swal¬ 
lowed by his audiences, but any ad¬ 
vantage thus gained was more than 
counterbalanced by the way St. John 
and his leader were forced to swallow 
their own words in the Legislature. 
Dr. Willoughby, on the stump, proved 
a decided success in the “ whopper ’’ 
line, also. He dealt on the uselessness 
of tho Agricultural College, and didn’t 
do “ things by halves ” in condemning 
the extravagance (?) of tho Minister 
of Agriculture. Col. Mathieson’s con¬ 
tribution to the programme of •* doing 
nothing by halves ” was perhaps the 
best of the series.

Silk seems to have the 
faculty, as contrasted with wool, ol 
opening tho pores nnd inciting perspira¬ 
tion, and if it will do this with the feet 
and neck thero is every reason to be- 
lievo that i^vill produce equal suscep¬ 
tibility to cold when worn about tho 
chest nnd limbs. Those who wear silk 
stockings invariably have tender feet. 

The rule that applies to the male ap¬ 
plies equally toNho female. Silk under¬ 
clothing may bo very comfortable, but 
perhaps tho advocates of dress reform 
would do as much good if they would 
discuss carefully the hygienic value of 
tho material, as well as tho cut and style 
of the undergarment. — New York

Tho vastnesH of tho business of those 
rattle companies may bn estimated from 
tho fact that tho annual shipments for 
the past few years have been from 8,000 
to 0,000 head for each of the largo com¬ 
panies. Tho annual prollts of tho larger 
companies, after deducting tho original 
cost of tho cattlo and the cost of their 
maintcimuco upon tho ranges, are from 
^76,000 to $160,000—all that from tho 
freo ruuges of tho government, given 
without taxation or any return what¬ 
ever. 

To understand the situation that has 
existed tip to tho present time it must 
bo renumbered that this broad region 
which has been given up to the interests 
of the cattlo growers has not been in¬ 
tersected by a fence, disturbed with a 
plow or graced with a field of grain up 
to a few short years ago—nothing for 
miles but short nutritious grass, which 
cured on the prairie, as clover in a stuck, 
and served equally well for food in dead 
of winter as in the heat of summer. 

Forth upon this vast area every spring 
havo been poured streams of gaunt, ill 
shaped, long horned and lean ribbed 
southern cattle. Left to roam at will, 
they have thriven and waxed fat, until 
in two years they have bccomo sleek 
and fat and comely to the eye. During 
ull that period they huvu been as free 
and untrammeled as were ever the buf¬ 
falo. But at tho close of the maturing 
porioil they havo been rounded up, 
driven to railroad stock shipping pens 
uud loaded upon tho ears for a trip to 
market. Their places aro taken by fresh 
importations from tho south. And so, 
year after year, havo tho processes been 
repeated, until tho protits that were 
known io havo accrued from tho busi¬ 
ness havo tempted thousands • f smail 
holders of cattlo to settle in this region 
and engage in tho beef business on a 
smaller scale. 

Tho presence of these smaller opera¬ 
tors is tho inevitable doom of tho cattlo 
kings. Their vast herds aro no longer 
allowed to roam thu ranges undisturb¬ 
ed. Tho small ranchmen havo built 
fences and inclosed the water holes. 
Tho prairies havo been made to yield to 
tho mowing machine, and tho former 
ireo grass has coino to bo cut and stack¬ 
ed as* hay, until tho ranges in many 
places aro bare of feed for tho herds of 
tho larger companies. Theso conditions 
ore responsible fof tho closing out of 
tho cattle princes-. Thire is no longer

On Saturday, Jan. 211th, Mr. Stevene’ 
sealed tender for the county printing wae 
the only one before tbe oounoil. A number 
of the oounoil tors were in favor of deferring 
the consideration of the matter until the 
June session. In that case Mr. Stevens' 
tender would have gone into the hands of 
the Education and Printing Committee, 
and as it wae tbe only tender there woulc 
have been no ooorse open to Ae committee 
but to award tbe oontraot to him. Mr. 
Stevens would not hear to this but 
insisted on his tender being read in open 
council. Mr. Stevens, who is utterly with¬ 
out guile, feared, no doubt, that if he 
trusted his offer to the tender meroiee of 
the Printing Committee tbe “ extreme 
partisanship ” of tbe members wohld 
induce them to " bunco " him out of it. 
The oounoil then gave Mr. Stevene tbe 
privilege of withdrawing his tender. He 
in a mted on it being opened and read. He 
offered to do the printing for the year for 
44 00. As this look the matter eutirely oat 
of the Hands of th« Education and Printiug 
Committee they took no action. In the 
afternoon Mr. John Pollard wav awardee 
the contract for f 300, be nutting in a verbal 
tender in open oounoil. Both Mr. Stevens 
and Mr. Temp eton were granted the 
p ivilege of putting in a tender after Mr 
wtallard if they eo dcsirtd. This in brief is 
the true bistory of this famous case. Tbe 
tirade printed in the “ twiukler ” 
it the fulfilment of a threat 
made by Mr. Stevens at the County 
Council of the dire things he would do in 
bis * little paper ” if not awarded tbe oun 
tract. 

In regard to Mr. Stevens' enquiry as to 
what became of the tender of the Pe erboro 
limes, we have it on lie authority of the 
Oouuty Clerk that no tender for county 
printing was received from that soured. 

The gentlemen composing the County 
Council are honorable men, and their 
desire is to award the oounty printing at a 
fair price equally among tbe town printing 
offices. They recognize* that the news- 
papeis are doing a good w<»rk and deserving 
of recognition The cost of tne count) 
printing in Lennox A Addington in corn 
parnou with other counties has been very 
moderate, and this year it is away down 
beiuw zero. 

The Express and tbo Beaver are legiti¬ 
mate newspaper euteiprises and are not 
run as an annex to an ash business. If 
either one fails to make both end! meet oot 
of their business they must gp to the wall 
So far as Ike Exruxss is couoerned it has 
arrived at the conclusion that so long as 
ashmou remain in the newspaper business 
printing must be marked down below cost 
Mr. Stevens' “ liitle paper " is circulated 
throughout the United States for the pur¬ 
pose of advertising his famous brand of 
unleached hardwood ashes, but cannot be 
looked upon as a legitimate local enterprise. 
Mr. Stevens’ spleen was recently aroused 
against one of the printers in town and for 
that reason he has decided to submit the 
trade to guerilla warfare “ to get even,'’ 
confidently relying on bis ash business to 
pay the shot. This is a “ Don Quixote ” 
course but is auj thing but a joke to the 
men who are carrying on a legitimate busi¬ 
ness and have no ash Klondike to fall back 
upon. If Mr. Stevens was gaining any 
thing by bis “ dog in the manger " pro 
ceedings, but the contempt of all honest 
men, there would bo some reason in it.

The council met in regular session, 
Mayor Jamieson presiding. Present—F. 
Miller, Boyle, Vanouseu, Ming, Mad ole, 8. 
li Miller, Ruttan, Dey, Aylswortb, Alex¬ 
ander. 

The minutes of last regular session were 
read and confirmed. 

A communication from Wilson A-Wilson 
was read stating that Mr. Robert Light 
had consulted them in reference to damage 
being done to bis property by reason of 
excavation made on the highway at the 
foot of Donald street by Jno li. tioott, who 
is removing the earth and has already 
taken away about 600 loads. Mr. Light 
says that unless the work ceases and the 
highway is placed in the same condition as 
tt was ne will take proceedings against the 
town. The matter was referred to tiio 
town loj^itor for an opinion. 

A connmiuioation from the town solicit¬ 
or in reference to the fees charged by the 
Police Magistrate for the commitment of 
tiampe to gaol and fees incurred in similar 
cases. The town solicitor said he failed to 
see that the lees charged by the magistrate 
would he affected by reason of his having 
the information laid under the Criminal 
Code instead of under the town by-laws. 
Ihe fees in each case would be identical, 
92 26, assuming that the magistrate is cor¬ 
rect in charging anything for making up 
the record of o nvictions. In making up 
tins record the magistrate was acting under 
instructions from the Attorney General’s 
Departn ent, and it is necessary in the in¬ 
terests of justice that all convictions should 
he published lu the newspapers. vir. 
Herrington failed to see any authority 
calling upon the town to pay the magistrate 
the fees asked for or any fees whatever. 
Ibis is a matter to be arranged b. tween 
the corporation and the Police Magistrate, 
fur if lie be uot compensated for services 
performed by him in connection wi h cun- 
victious under tbi by laws of the town, the 
town would experience great difficulty in 
enforcing any of the by-laws of the town, 
and Mr. Herrington believes that it would 
be cheaper to pay the Police Magistrate the 
fees asked tor than precipitate strained 
relations between the Magistrate and the 
council. The town solicitor appended 
some of the arrangements in other towns 
in regard to this matter. In Stratbroy -he 
magistrate 1 b paid 960 per year in addition 
to the regular fees. In Cardinal, Lindsay, 
Pioton, Prescott, Trenton, and Gananoque, 
receive a saUry from the town. In Deser- 
outo the magistrate is paid 92.-16 for each 
case. It was referred to the Police Com¬ 
mittee. 

The auditor’s report was presented. 

The agreement between the town and J. 
R. Scott in reference to tbe Incandescent 
Electric Light scheme wae read and a 
clause added that Mr. Soolt bo bound to 
furnish a system of voltage. 

Tbe Street Committee reported th&t ihe 
town was not in a position to ooneider tbe 
purchase of road making machinery at 
present. 

The Fire, Water and Light Committee 
reported recommending the purohase of 
5oO feet of new hose. The obairmau was 
instructed to make enquiries in reference 
to tbe hose and report at the next meeting 
of tbe counoil. 

The Poor and Sanitary Committee re¬ 
ported an expenditure of $57.98 since last 
report. 

It was moved by Count. Ruttan and 
Miller that the Police Committee be author¬ 
ized to confer with the Police Magistrate 
and learn from him what he ie prepared to 
do the criminal bosiness of tbe town for 
and report to tbe oonnoil. 

His Worship, Mayor Jamieion, gave the
